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Summary 


The  second  (February)  estimate  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  for  the 
1962-63  world  cocoa  bean  crop  is  1,163,200  metric  tons,  slightly  above  the 
1961-62  outturn  of  1,148,200  tons.    Production  this  year  will  be  about  2  per- 
cent below  the  record  1960-61  harvest. 

African  production  will  be  slightly  above  1961-62  output.    Production  in  Ghana 
and  Nigeria,  which  together  account  for  about  half  of  world  output,  will 
approximate  that  of  the  previous  season,  while  bumper  crops  are  being 
harvested  in  the  Ivory  Coast  and  Fernando  Po.    Ivory  Coast  production  has 
very  recently  been  revised  upward  to  95>000  tons,  while  the  Cameroon  crop 
has  been  reduced  to  only  70,000  tons  because  of  pod- rot  damage. 

World  consumption  has  been  increasing  at  a  rapid  rate  over  the  past  several 
years  and  this  year  will  probably  approximate  production.    Grindings  of 
cocoa  beans  in  the  United  States  during  1962  totaled  254,400  tons,  up  from 
245,100  tons  in  1961.    U.  S.  grindings  for  1963  are  forecast  at  265,000  tons, 
4  percent  above  that  of  the  previous  year.    Increased  consumption  is  also 
forecast  for  other  major  consuming  countries. 

Prices  during  1962  (New  York  spot  Accra)  averaged  20.9  cents  per  pound,  com- 
pared with  the  1961  average  of  22, 7  cents  per  pound.    Prices  have  strengthened 
during  early  1963  to  about  24-25  cents  per  pound.

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Production  and  Trade 

North  America:    The  Costa  Rican  crop  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  "below  that  of 

the  previous  season  "because  of  heavy  rains  and  continuing  low 
prices.    Ehcoorts  during  the  first  9  months  of  1962  totaled  6,815  tons,  compared 
with  7,9^7  tons  for  the  same  period  in  1961.    The  United  States  was  the  princi- 
pal recipient,  taking  53  percent  of  the  shipments  during  the  January- September 
1962  period. 

Output  in  the  Dominican  Republic  will  approximate  that  of  the  1961-62  crop. 
A  tornndo  destroyed  many  cocoa  trees  in  the  major  producing  area  of  San 
Francisco  de  Macoris  in  early  January.    Exports  of  cocoa  beans  during 
January- November  19&2,  amounted  to  18,000  tons,  compared  with  total  1961 
exports  of  only  11,696  tons.    Nearly  all  of  the  exports  went  to  the  United 
States. 

Production  in  Guatemala  will  be  slightly  below  the  1961-62  crop  of  600  tons. 
All  of  Guatemala's  exports  are  to  the  United  States  and  El  Salvador. 

Mexican  production  continues  to  increase  as  new  trees  come  into  full  bearing. 
The    winter"  crop,  which  accounts  for  over  half  of  the  harvest,  is  the  largest 
on  record,  but  the  "summer"  crop  may  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  the  unusually 
cold  weather  during  the  latter  part  of  December.    Exports  during  January-No- 
vember 1962  totaled  11,019  tons,  compared  with  total  1961  shipments  of  5^75 
tons.     The  United  States  was  the  largest  market. 

A  cocoa  processing  plant  is  to  be  constructed  at  Cardenas,  in  the  State  of 
Tabasco.    The  factory  will  have  a  capacity  of  about  1^,000  tons  and  will 
produce  chocolate  liquor,  cocoa  butter  and  cocoa  powder.    The  proposed  invest- 
ment of  $1.3  million  will  be  financed  by  the  government  investment  agency 
Nacional  Financiera.    The  machinery  for  the  plant  will  be  purchased  from  Italy. 

South  America;    The  Brazilian  Bahia  "main"  crop  is  estimated  at  about  1  million 

bags  (60,000  tons)  and  the  "temporao"  crop  is  forecast  at  1.1 
million  bags  (66,000  tons).     This  production,  together  with  the  expected 
outturn  from  other  areas,  indicates  a  total  harvest  of  1^0,000  tons.  The 
government  does  not  support  or-  purchase  the  crop  and  continued  low  prices 
have  forced  some  growers  to  neglect  adequate  control  measures  and  to  diversify 
to  other  crops.    Some  help  is  made  to  growers  through  CEPLAC  (Plan  for  the 
Economic  Recuperation  of  the  Cocoa  Growers)  which  assists  in  financing  pur- 
chases of  equipment  and  in  the  refinancing  of  debts.    CEPLAC  also  furnishes 
fungicides  and  insecticides,  small  implements,  hand  sprayers,  and  the  like 
to  growers  at  cost,  and  provides  technical  assistance  in  controlling  diseases 
and  pests. 

Exports  of  cocoa  beans  and  products  (bean  equivalent  basis)  during  I96I-62 
( 0c tober- September )  amounted  to  only  107,396  tons,  compared  with  139>123  ^ons 
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during  1960-61  and  1 62, 5^1  tons  in  1959-60.    Exports  of  cocoa  "beans  during 
the  first  9  months  of  1962  totaled  only  hk,klk  tons,  compared  with  73,952 
tons  during  the  same  period  in  1961.    Shipments  to  the  United  States  dropped 
to  11,1+93  tons,  compared  with  36, 791  tons  for  the  January-September  1961 
period.     Exports  to  the  Soviet  Union  have  jumped  from  712  tons  in  1961  to 
11,058  tons  during  the  first  9  months  of  1962. 

On  January  28,  1963,  9  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Colombian  Government  re- 
quiring local  processors  to  absorb  all  of  the  domestically  produced  cocoa 
beans  before  any  imports  would  be  allowed.     The  absorption  quota  for  each 
factory  and  the  approval  of  all  import  licenses  will  be  made  by  the  Industry 
and  Commerce  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Development.    Colombia  imports  most 
of  its  cocoa  from  Ecuador  and  Costa  Rica. 

Production  in  Ecuador  is  expected  to  be  about  k  percent  below  the  large  1961-62 
harvest  of  42,900  tons.    Losses  from  "monilia"  pod- rot  have  been  high.  Exports 
during  1962  totaled  31,598  tons,  slightly  below  1961  shipments  of  32,501  tons. 
The  United  States  remained  the  largest  customer,  taking  13,182  tons  or  k2  per- 
cent of  the  total.    Exports  to  Common  Market  countries,  of  11,004  tons,  made 
up  35  percent  of  the  shipments.

Venezuelan  output  will  be  higher  this  year  after  several  seasons  of  declining 
production.     The  larger  harvest  is  attributed  to  increased  rainfall  in  pro- 
ducing areas  which  have  suffered  from  dry  weather  for  several  years.  Exports 
during  the  first  9  months  of  1962  amounted  to  9,390  tons,  compared  with  9,058 
tons  for  the  same  period  in  1961.    The  United  States  was  the  largest  recipient. 
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•Africa:    Rains,  cool  temperatures  and  high  humidity,  resulting  in  heavy  in- 
f~  fection  by  pod-rot,  have  caused  considerable  losses  in  Cameroon. 

More  recent  estimates  indicate  tha.t  the  1962-63  output  may  reach  only  70,000 
tons.    Exports  during  January- July  1962  amounted  to  ^5,176  tons,  compared 
with  ^5*536  tons  for  the  same  period  in  1961.    Common  Market  countries  were 
the  largest  recipients  with  36,710  tons  or  8l  percent  of  the  total,  and 
exports  to  the  United  States  comprised  13  percent. 

A  bumper  crop  is  being  harvested  in  Fernando  Po  and  Rio  Muni  this  season. 
Good  cultural  practices,  especially  pod-rot  control  measures,  and  rich  soils 
ore  producing  high  yields.     Output  from  the  1961-62  harvest  amounted  to 
26,000  tons  (Fernando  Po  23,600  tons  and  Rio  Muni  2,^00  tons).    Exports  during 
the  first  9  months  of  1962  totaled  19, 380  tons  (Fernando  Po  17,^00  tons  and 
Rio  Muni  1,980  tons). 

Output  in  Ghana,  the  world's  largest  producer,  is  expected  to  approximate  that 
of  the  1961-62  harvest.     The  effectiveness  and  emphasis  placed  on  measures  for 
the  control  of  capsids  and  swollen  shoot  are  important  factors  affecting  the 
level  of  production. 

Under  a  Ghana-West  German  agreement,  construction  began  during  December  1962 
on  a  cocoa-processing  plant  located  in  Tema,  which  is  expected  to  be  completed 
by  I967.     The  cost  of  approximately  $4.2  million  is  to  be  repaid  over  a  5-year 
period.    A  smaller  plant  is  under  construction  at  Takoradi  and  is  scheduled 
for  completion  during  1963*     The  cost  of  $3  million  is  to  be  repaid  with 
interest  in  5  years.     The  actual  capacity  of  both  plants  has  not  been 
determined,  but  both  factories  are  designed  to  produce  cocoa  butter,  mass  and 
powder.     The  Tema  factory  is  also  planned  to  manufacture  chocolate  for  local 
consumption  and  to  convert  cocoa  wastes  into  animal  feed. 

Exports  during  the  January- October  1962  period  amounted  to  380,280  tons, 
compared  with  366,979  tons  for  the  similar  1961  period.     Increased  shipments 
to  the  Soviet  Union  and  to  Bloc  countries  are  noted,  while  exports  to  the 
United  States  have  dropped  nearly  33*000  tons.    Although  Ghana's  exports  have 
risen  substantially  during  the  past  several  years,  the  value  received  has  re- 
mained fairly  stable  as  shown  in  the  following  table.

Production  in  the  Ivory  Coast  will  be  veil  above  that  of  the  1961-62  outturn. 
Crop  purchases  through  March  2  have  totaled  90,000  tons,  indicating  a  record 
1962-63  harvest  of  95,000  tons.    Exports  during  the  first  11  months  of  1962 
totaled  72,225  tons,  compared  with  68,478  tons  for  the  corresponding  period 
in  1961.    EEC  countries  took  k^f22k  tons,  or  63  percent,  and  the  United  States 
19j738  tons  or  27  percent  of  the  January-November  total.    Sales  for  export  of 
the  1962-63  crop  totaled  73,000  tons,  as  of  February  21. 

In  Nigeria,  losses  from  pod-rot  have  been  above  average,  but  this  year's  crop 
will  apnroximate  the  1961-62  outturn.    Pod- rot  is  more  serious  in  Nigeria  than 
in  Ghana  and  the  Ivory  Coast,  because  of  the  slightly  greater  amount  of  rain- 
fall, which  adds  to  higher  humidity  in  the  groves.    Exports  during  January- 
September  1962  totaled  l6l,132  tons,  compared  with  1^9,982  tons  for  the  same 
period  in  1961.    Shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  are  running  well  ahead  of 
last  year,  while  those  to  the  United  States  are  smaller. 

Togo  has  recently  increased  the  producer  price  for  the  1962-63  crop  from 
60  francs  CFA/kilo  (ll  cents  per  pound)  to  65  francs  CFA/kilo  (11. 9  cents 
per  pound).    Exports  during  the  first  9  months  of  1962  amounted  to  8,262 
tons,  down  slightly  from  the  January- September  1961  shipments  of  8, 5^0  tons. 

Asia  and  Oceania t    Production  in  New  Guinea,  the  largest  producer  of  this 

area,  is  expected  to  be  18  percent  above  the  1961-62 
harvest  of  11,000  tons.    Exports  during  1962  were  well  above  1961  shipments. 

Increased  production  in  the  Philippines  is  being  hampered  by  high  production 
costs  and  poor  quality.    Local  processors  prefer  imported  cocoa  beans,  as  they 
are  of  better  quality  and  are  priced  below  domestic  beans.    Imports  during 
January-August  1962  amounted  to  2,129  tons,  70  percent  from  Mexico.  Total 
1961  imports  were  1,563  tons,  with  Ceylon  being  the  major  supplier.. 


United  States  imports  of  cocoa  "beans  during  19&2,  of  290,071  tons,  were  17 
^fcpercent  "below  the  record  1961  imports  of  3^9*617  tons.    African  producing 
countries  remained  the  largest  suppliers,  accounting  for  71.6  percent  of 
the  total .    Imports  from  Brazil  fell  sharply  from  k^3 887  tons  in  I961  to  only 
17,^20  tons  during  1962.    Imports  from  Ecuador  also  were  smaller,  while  ship- 
ments from  Mexico  and  the  Dominican  Republic  were  well  above  the  previous 
year.    Imports  of  cocoa  butter  showed  a  28  percent  increase,  because  of 
larger  Brazilian  shipments.    Imports  of  cocoa  powder  and  unsweetened  chocolate 
declined  21  and  38  percent,  respectively. 

Imports  of  cocoa  beans  into  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to  11^,951  tons, 
compared  with  92,9^3  tons  during  1961.    Ghana  and  Nigeria  were  the  largest 
suppliers  with  k6  and  36  percent,  respectively.    Grindings  totaled  95>^02 
tons,  up  17  percent  over  1961. 

New  Chocolate  Tempering  Process  Developed 

Scientists  of  the  USDA's  Southern  Utilization  Research  Laboratory,  and  the 
National  Confectioners  Association,  have  developed  an  improved  method  of 
tempering  confectionery  chocolate  which  may  lead  to  increased  automation 
and  greater  economics  in  the  candy  industry.    The  new  process  will  eliminate 
the  complex  and  time-consuming  methods  now  used  in  the  manufacturing  of 
chocolate  products  that  will  remain  stable  during  shipment  and  storage. 

The  problem  has  been  that  when  confectionery  fats  harden,  they  can  solidify 
into  four  crystal  forms,  each  with  its  individual  melting  point.    The  form 
with  the  highest  melting  point  is  the  densest  and  most  stable  and  is  the  type 
that  confectioners  strive  to  achieve. 

The  three  tempering  techniques  currently  used  involve  (l)  "seeding"  the  melted 
chocolate  with  aged  chocolate,  (2)  holding  the  chocolate  in  special  kettles 
at  a  temperature  just  below  its  melting  point,  or  (3)  aging  the  finished 
product  at  a  controlled  temperature. 

The  principle  of  the  new  process  involves  mechanically  working  solidified 
crystals  to  make  the  fat  molecules  arrange  themselves  into  the  denser 
pattern.    The  untempered  chocolate  is  forced  through  a  press  equipped  with 
tiny  holes  similar  to  those  of  a  shower  head.    By  repeatedly  pressing  and 
extruding  the  chocolate,  the  desired  type  of  fat  crystal  developed  very 
rapidly.    The  chocolate  is  heated  to  l60°  F.  to  destroy  all  crystal  nuclei, 
then  cooled  rapidly  to  make  the  liquid  fat  harden  immediately  to  the  sought- 
after  crystal  form.    The  hardened  fat  is  then  forced  through  the  press  re- 
peatedly at  pressures  up  to  1,000  pounds  per  square  inch,  becoming  harder 
with  each  extrusion.    After  the  tenth  extrusion,  partial  remelting  followed 
by  solidification  in  molds  produced  chocolate  bars  identical  to  conventionally 
processed  chocolate.
